G ravitation and th e B lood. 
We ordinarily think of the attraction 
of gravitation only as producing what 
we call weight, and as governing the 
motion of the earth and other planets in 
their orbits. 
Hat gravitation acts in a 
very important manner upon the circu­ 
lation of the blood in oar veins and ar­ 
teries. 
An elaborate series of experi­ 
ments has recently lieen carried out in 
England to determine just what effect 
gravitation exercises iii this respect, and 
how its disturbing influence is compen­ 
sated iii the bodily mechanism. 
It has been found that man probably 
possesses a more com plete compensation 
of this kind than any other anim al, and 
that the m onkey stands in this respect 
next to man. 
Injuries to the spinal cord, asphyxia, 
and poisoning by chloroform or curare 
paralyze, more or less com pletely, the 
power of compensation, and then the in ­ 
fluence of gravitation ou the circulation 
of tho blood m ay become a serious dau- 
ger. 
Iii such a case death is more likely to 
result, according to the conclusions of 
Professor Leonard H ill, it^the body is 
placed in such a position ^ h at the ab­ 
domen is at a lo w e r level than the hoart. 
Hut the danger may be dim inished or 


t i moved either by elevating the abdo­ 
men or by compressing it so as to drive 
the bhxid up to the heart. 
When the 
heart itself, however, has been injured, 
as by chloroform, there is danger in forc­ 
ing the blood too rapidly into it 
Professor H ill finds that, generally 
speaking, the best position for the body, 
when the power of compensation for the 
effects of gravitation has been arrested, 
is w ith the feet up instead of w ith the 
feet down. — Y outh’s Companion.
